Counsel Horn, as chairman of the 
committee on Constitution, By-laws 
and Resolutions then took the floor to 
present the matters in this field that 
were up for consideration.

Mr. Yapp of Illinois spoke briefly 
making the point that if we propose to 
continue to breed dark animals, we 
will have more of a color problem, 
and that in taking a decision we are 
in effect trading the genes responsible 
for color for the other genes that we 
want. He stated that if these patterns 
are odious, breeders will try to avoid 
them and he felt that the amendment 
as proposed will help save those that 
are good in other respects. 

Mr. Haves of South Carolina also 
spoke in support of the amendment 
on the theme of the importance of 
the southern market to the Holstein 
breed and the reasons why the market 
demanded dark colored animals. 

The opponents then had their 
turn under the very fair parliamentary 
procedure carried out by President 
Shaw. Speaking first was Mr. Herb

eloquent plea against lowering the 
standards of the breed, pointing out 
that if the changes now requested are 
made, we will be starting a vicious 
circle and next time will have to 
lower them further for a larger num- 
ber. He felt that breeders who catered 
to the present market demand for 
black should be prepared to pay the 
penalty.

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Taking Advantage of the Architecture 


This important, common-sense article 
on the feeding of cattle is based on a talk 
by the eminent University of Minnesota 
scientist, Dr. W. E. Petersen. The ad- 


dress was presented to a select group of 
farmers recently at a luncheon in Chicago. 


If we take advantage of the architec- 
ture of a cow (or sheep or goat), real- 
izing that it has a digestive tract which 
enables it to digest over 90% of the 
cellulose, we can save money in feed- 
ing operations. It is built for the 
handling of rough feeds rather than 
large amounts of concentrates. It has 
an enormous advantage over any other 
species. We humans have some very 
expensive digestive tracts because we 
have one that limits the kind of food 
that we can handle. Of course, it also 
costs money to keep the cow but it is 
less expensive than other animals be- 
cause of the architecture of the diges 
tive tract. 

As far as digestive juices are con- 
cerned, the cow is no different than 
the single-stomach animals. But it 
is that enormous rumen or paunch 
that has such a large number of micro- 
organisms that act upon these com- 
ponents and change them to materials 
digestible to the cow. These micro- 
organisms convert fiber into fatty acids. 
I think you are going to take ad- 
vantage of this fact in your regular 
daily farm operations before too long. 
The most important of these fatty 
acids produced is acetic acid, the acid 
in vinegar. About 70 percent of these 
acids produced in the rumen are acetic 
acids. About 20 percent are propri- 
onic acid and 10 percent butrvic acid, 
the later found in butter. The cow has 
built up a physical dependence upon 
these acids produced in the rumen. It 
is possible that ketosis may be caused 
by inadequate production of these 
fatty The cure for this might 
be feeding of 1 Ib. a of sodium 
acetate (at a cost of about 11 Yec a Ib.).

Though cattle can handle cellulose 
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of the Cow 


efficiently, they cannot digest lignin, 
the hard woody fiber in the stems of 
mature or over-ripe hay and grasses. 
By its tendency to depress the diges- 
tibility of other constituents in the 
feed this hard-to-digest supbstance, 
lignin, does far more damage than 
the percentage of its content in the 
feed would indicate. Lignin analyses 
are expensive because they take so 
long. The most reliable test requires 
30 chemical steps and three days. But 
we can remember that lignin develops 
as the plant matures, so mature grasses 
and legumes have a high lignin con- 
tent. Grains are low in lignin, even 
oat and barley hulls. 

More economic wealth can come to 
American agriculture by giving atten- 
tion to our roughage than from any 
other things combined. We should 
revert back to the practice of keeping 
our production values in terms of 
pounds of beef or pounds of milk pro- 
duced per acre of land. 

The young grass—six to eight inches 
in height—is high in nutrient content 
and contains practically no lignin. 
New Zealanders have found this by 
trial and error. In that country it is 
sacrilegious to feed any concentrate 
to cattle or sheep, yet they produce 
high quality wool, lamb and beef. 

Consider the record of a Friesian 
(Holstein) cow fed only on hay and 
grass. It gave the first year 932 lbs. 
of butterfat, had 286 days of continu- 
ous twice-a-day milking. The second 
year it produced 938 Ibs. of butterfat. 
It was part of a herd which averaged 
541 Ibs. of butterfat. 

When we keep our farm record so 
that we can measure the production 
of pounds of meat, milk and other 
livestock products in terms of per acre 
of land, we will become smarter farm 
managers than we are today. 

Quality products can be produced, 
The New Zealander eats more 
than twice as much meat as we do and 
it is very good meat. In London at 
the Smithfield Market, some years ago, 
I first saw Canterbury lambs. I was 
told they came from New Zealand and 
that it was the world’s finest lamb. 
So when I was in that country, I 
made it a point to find out how it was 
done.

It is all done by grass and hay. 

Grazing is the most important factor 
in New Zealand cattle or sheep opera- 
tions. In most they 


areas can graze 


for nine or ten months and have only 


two or three of dry feeding. They 
find that these grasses have the highest 
value when six or eight inches in 
height. 

Fertilizing will increase total yield 
it will increase the density of the 
stand so the animals can get what they 
want with a minimum of effort and 
it delays the time when lignin sets 
in. First, find out what fertilizer ele- 
ment or elements are needed to give 
maximum production. 

It must be seeded to varieties of 
grasses and legumes that will do the 
best for the soil type and climate con- 
ditions. New Zealand has the largest 
and best equipped grasslands experi- 
ment stations in the world. Our own 
country has a large potential for such 
work. We have plant breeders in 
nearly all experiment stations, and 
they have done excellent jobs in some 
lines. Hybrid corn, for example. And 
they could do an equally good job in 
the field of forage crops. In fact, the 
opportunities here are greater than 
anywhere else. Wherever we need to 
have a improvement program 
then we must have forage crops as a 
necessity in such a program. So I 
say we are dealing with something 
that means very much economically. 
I think that we should feel ashamed 
of the dairy business selling veal calves. 
That is a crime. We ought to carry 
them on to heavier weights. If we 
have decent roughage we can carry 
them on roughage. But let’s get them 
into meat production. You can have 
pretty good meat from dairy breeds. 
The Holstein will produce more lbs. 
of beef per 100 Ibs. of feed than any 
other animal. We raised some on 
pasture last summer (pasture only) and 
it wasn't a bad record of production. 

At Minnesota we have developed 
the technique of asking the cow what 
she thinks of hay. She has told us 
very bluntly that she has no respect 
for a hay grader’s opinion. She will 
often up a hay which is U. S. 
No. 1 Leafy Green for some terrible 
looking black, much-rained-on hay. 
The latter was young, cut in the early 
bud stage the first was mature, which 
meant lignin formation. 

We repeated the test last year. With 
one batch of hay, U.S. No. 1 Leafy 
Green, they ate 49 Ibs of corn silage 
per cow per day and took all of their 
grain they were supposed to have.

Convention Observations 


The Roanoke Convention has now passed into the rec- 
ord books. The Virginia group under the able chairman- 
ship of Bob Connelly of VPI, did a splendid job of organi- 
zation, so that every event of the four day program moved 
smoothly and pleasingly right on schedule and with a 
minimum of confusion. 

This Convention was held at the gateway to a greatly 
expanding dairy market where Holstein interest is burgeon- 
ing. Without question it accomplished much in stimulat- 
ing a wider interest and understanding of what the Hol 
stein can do for Southern dairying. One concrete 
measure of the response of the South is the fact that 75% 
of the animals in the National Convention Sale will remain 
in Virginia, and the states adjoining and to the South. Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina were the two largest buying 


cow 


states in that great sale which is the highest averaging sale 
of the year thus far. The South wants good Holsteins. 

In the Convention great interest centered in the color 
markings amendments. To the credit of all concerned the 
debate was maintained on a high plane, with a complete 
absence of personalities or rancor. President Shaw did a 
masterful and impartial job of conducting the proceedings 
so the case, pro and con, was presented in an orderly man 
ner and both sides given a full hearing.

Of the 151 ballots counted 41 voted

Regarding the Kurtz Amendment 

Mr. Horn announced that it had 
been changed by deletion of the last 
sentence which called for inspection of 
calves before issuing certificates. The 
amendment therefore simply provided 
that applications for registry of 
calves showing less than 6 inches of 
white on the tail should be held until 
the calf was one-year-old and should 
then be registered only if there was 
no black in the switch. In supporting 
this amendment Mr. kurtz stated that 
it was offered as an administration aid. 
He charged that the Board had no 
right to set up the present measure- 
ment rule which does not always ac 
complish its purpose in eliminating 
animals showing black in the switch. 
Without further debate the matter was 
put to a vote and we heard no vote 
in tavor of it

for the judgment of the eye and which 
has a commercial value 

With this program I think we must 
meet the call of being realistic. There 
is probably not over 5% difference of 
Opinion at any time. But being real- 
istic is what the 95°, means to breed 
improvement 

I want to point out that in our 
Classification Program 73% of the 
herds are repeat herds. What con- 
cerns me is that only 27% are new 
business. If there were a lot wrong 
with the program, there would not 
be 73°% repeatability. I think some- 
where we have failed to get over 
the fact that when there is a continu- 
ous program operated because of its 
breeding objective rather than com- 
mercial values, in not too long a 
period we will find a better herd for 
type for the rank and file purebred 
owner, and this should be an objective 
of every Holstein owner who is in 
any type of a testing program. 

If it's the cost of the program, let's 
not be discouraged. If it’s a misunder- 
standing, tell us what it is. Objec- 
tively, it’s good for vou and me and 
for a high proportion of our 18,000 ac- 
tive members to have within their 
herds a living example of what is 
the best they have so they may draw 
comparisons for the improvement for 
the future 

The breed improvement value of 
our Classification Program lies in an 
extended use for educational —pur- 
poses. Classification for commercial 
values will come along by public 
demand 


I feel we sometimes side step the 
real issues. If we are interested in 
real breed improvement our service 
programs have to reach more of the 
low half of the breed. This is one of 
the hardest undertakings because it 
is easier to direct thought toward the 
top. I feel we should keep this point 
constantly before us. 

In closing I would like to say that 
service programs should never super 
sede the business of registration. But 
day by day, with your proven sires, 
ow families, artificial breeding and 
the comine need of high efficiency in 
production more continuous use ot 
programs must an objective of 
our Association, and must come 
while times are reasonably good. 

It is going to require many changes, 
both from an operational as well as 
reporting standpoint, in order to keep 
the cost within the reach of the mul 
titude and still maintain standards of 
quality 

As we look forward into the future, 
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I hope that we can keep pretty well 
before us that the top can take pretty

The net result of all these changes 
was an increase during the year in 
these herds of 3.9 cows per 100 on 
hand at the beginning of the year, 
for the particular herds reporting. 
These herds were somewhat larger 
than the average of all herds and it 
is thought the changes may differ 
somewhat in magnitude from the state 
average. However, the removals by 
death and for slaughter totaling 17.6 
cows per 100 is close to the average 
of 17.0 cows per 100 for removals by 
death and for slaughter during the 
10-year-period 1941-1950. On the 
average it will be noted that home 
raised replacements slightly more than 
overbalanced these necessary sales.
